CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
(Extra Session.) : 

IN the senate, on the 18th. the question of ap- 
proving the journal of the 17th was again taken 
up, and after discussion the Dolph resolution 
to amend the journal was laid on the table. In 
further considering the question of approving 
the journal the discussion took a wide range, 
and when, at 5:15 p.m, the senate took a re- 
cess until 10 o'clock of the 19th, the journal of 
the 17th had not yet been approved...... In the 
house the bill tc amend the revised statutes re- 
lating to clerks’ and other fees was passed. 
The New Jersey bridge bill was amended and 
passed, aftor which the house resumed the con- 
sideration of the printing bill. 

IN the senate, on the 19th (legislative day of 
the 17th), the question of approving the minutes 
occupied the greater part of the session. Mr 
Teller's motion to amend the journal was with- 
drawn and the journal was approved. Consid- 
eration of the repeal bill occupied the remain- 
der of the session...... In the house a resolution 
making the bankruptcy bill a continuing order 
for the 23d was adopted. A bill was passed 
#ranting certain lands to the territory of Ari- 
zona. The printing bill was taken up, but was 
laid aside, and the house proceeded to pay its 
tribute of respect to the memory of the late 
William Mutchler, of Pennsylvania, 

IN the senate, on the 20th (legislative day of 
the 17th continued), a bill to facilitate the 
collection of debts of the aided Pacific railroad 
companies to the United States was intro- 
duced and referred. Mr. Voorhees offered a 
cloture resolution to amend the rules, practi- 
cally the same as heretofore presented by Mr. 
Hill. The senate then went into executive 
session...... In the house an urgent deficiency 
bill was passed.. The bill requiring railroad 
companies operating lines through the Chero- 
kee Outlet to locate and maintain stations at 
the town sites laid out by the interior depart- 
ment, was passed. The joint resolution to re- 
mit half the duty on goods exhibited at the 
World's fair and sold by the exhibitors, was 
amended and passed. 

IN the senate, on the 2ist (legislative day of 
the 17tk).as soon as a quorum was obtained, 
the silver-purchase repeal bill was taken up, 
and Mr. Peffer continued his speech in opposi- 
tion to it, but yielded the floor for the passage 
of the house joint resolution for the restoration 
of personal property (#00000 now in the hands 
of a receiver) to the Mormon church in Utah 
for charitable uses. Mr. Peffer then resymed 
and concluded his speech. He was followed by 
Mr. Jones (Nev.). Mr. Harris arose to a per- 
sonal explanation, after which the senate ad- 
journed...... In the house a bill suspending the 
requirements as to labor of the mining bill was 
sent to conference. The bill to divide in two 
the Fastern judicial district of Texas was 
passed, as was the bill authorizing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to build a revenue cutter 
to cost #175,000 for use on the New England 
coast. The bill to let the printing of the 
executive departments to private parties was 
reported, and the house adjourned. 

IN the senate, on the 23d (legislative day of 
the 17th continued), as svon as a quorum ap- 
peared the silrer purchase-repeal bill was 
taken up, and Mr. Stewart gave notice of an 
amendment which he proposed to offer. The 
heuse resolution for the printing of 2,000 copies 
of the hearings before the committee on ways 
and tmneans was agreed to with an amendment 
making the number 4.000—2,000 for the house 
and 2,000 for the senate...... In the house the 
senate amendment to the house joint resolu- 
tion for the disposal of certain funds helong- 
ing tothe Mormon church was concurred in. 
The printing bill was passed. The bill to con- 
struct a revenue cutter for service on the great 
lakes was passed. The bankruptcy bill was 
then taken up.

On the 23d Dr. John C. Peters, of New 
York, the well-known authority on 
cholera and germ diseases, died, aged 
74. ; 

Gn the 23d Miss Sallie Wheeler died 
in Philadelphia, aged 108 years.

DEAD AS A DOOR-NAIL. 


The Compromise Patched Up By the Senate 
' Democratic Steering Committee Killed 
by the President and Secretary Carlise— 
The President Still Stands on the Line 
of His Message: Unconditional Repeal. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal to-night sent the fol- 
lowing special dispatch to that paper

‘he compromise patched up by the 
conference or steering committee on 
the democratic side of the senate is as 
dead as a door-nail. Mr. Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle killed it this 
morning by stating emphatically that 
they would have nothing to do with 
it. Senators Lindsay, Palmer, Smith 
(of New Jersey), Gordon, Gray, 
White and Camden known as warm 
friends of the administration, refused 
to be parties to the compromise when 
they were informed that it did not 
meet with the wishes of the president. 
It seems that these gentlemen signed 
the compromise paper under a misappre- 
hension. They say that they were led 
to believe when they attached their 
signatures to the document that the 
plan met with the full approval of the 
president and the secretary of the 
treasury. 

“The Courier-Journal correspondent 
asked Senator Lindsay to-day how he 
came to sign the paper sinee he was 
well known to be a staunch supporter 
of the administration in its fight for 
‘unconditional repeal. He replied: ‘Of 
course I should not have put my name 
to the letfer if I had not believed it 
to be, if not agreeable, at least 
not objectionable to the adminis- 
tration people. I thought I had 
good reasons for believing that 
the president and the secretary 
of the treasury would notseriously ob- 
ject to the terms of the agreement. It 
came to me in an apparently reasona- 
ble way that the concession would be 
acceptable all around, and under these 
circumstances I did not see anything 
left for me todo but call in my friends 
who have been acting with me all 
along in favor of unconditional repeal, 
and in this way reconcile democratic 
differences. Ilow such a misunder- 
standing could have occurred among 
the friends of the administration 
perplexes me as it does a number 
of senators on our side, but I shall not 
undertake to solve the mystery. Suffi- 
cient for me to know, and I only know 
it from the public press, that the ad- 
ministration is against the compro 
mise and that without democratic har- 
mony at both ends of the avenue no 
compromise can succeed. 

“If the reported administration op- 
position is indeed a fact, and I 
have no doubt that it is, I shall have 
to accept the situation. I stand where 
I have always stood in favor of the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman act. 
and to accomplish that end I will vote 
for a cloture rule in the senate if the 
opportunity is afforded me.’ 

“The foregoing from Senator Lind. 
say is the explanation given by all the 
administration senators who attached 
their names to the compromise. . There 
is not anybody here who seems to uns 
derstand just how the compromise 
came about. All the gentlemen who 
signed it firmly and fully believed that 
the president and secretary of thé 
treasury knew all about and favored it. 

‘‘Now, to the absolute and persona) 
knowledge of the Courier-Journal cor- 
respondent, the secretary of the treas: 
ury knew nothing about it until nearly 
10 o’clock p. m. Saturday. It happened 
that just a few minutes before that 
hour the Courier-Journal correspond 
ent asked Secretary Carlisle if there 
was any change in the financial situa- 
tion upon the part of the administra- 
tion, and he replied: ‘No, sir. The ad- 
ministration stands to-day where it has 
stood all along—on the line of the 
president’s message calling congress 
together in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman act.’ 

‘As I turned to leave the room I met 
Senator Vilas, who had called to see 
the secretary. Senator Vilas, as 1 
have since been informed, came to ap- 
prise the secretary of the compromise 
paper being circulated. ‘The secretary 
told Senator Vilas that he knew 
nothing about it, never saw it, and, so 
faras he wes concerned, it did not 
meet with his approval. The news was 
of such importance that the secretary 
thought it advisable to communicate 
its purport at once to the president, 
who on that day was not at the White 
House but at Woodlawn. When the 
information was imparted to the presi- 
dent he promptly repudiated the whole 
scheme so far as he was concerned. 





Welsh Tin-Plate Production and the 
American Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The state de- 
partment has received from Mr. 
Anthony Howells, United States con- 
sul at Cardiff, Wales, a statement pre- 
pared by the Cardiff board of trade 
showing the exports of tin plates and 
sheets from the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the nine months ended September 
30, 1898, which is interesting in view of 
the controversy over the effects of the 
tin-plate clause of the McKinley tariff 
bill. The statement shows that dur- 
ing the period named 212,241 tons of 
the material, valued at £2,788,585, were 
shipped to the United States against 
234,527 tons, valued at £2,867,787, in 
1892, and 284,316 tons, valued at £4,872,- 
213, in 1891. The total amount ex- 
ported to all countries in the nine 
months ended September, 1893, was 
301,681 tons, valued at £3,980,218, mak- 
ing the amount exported to the United 
States alone nearly three-fourths of

SHOWING THE CLOVEN HOOF. 


Policy of the Democrats in the Federal 
Elections Matter. 

The avowed purpose of the democrats 
to sweep from the statute books every 
provision of law for the prevention of 
frauds and violence at elections for 
congressmer is one of the most brazen, 
impudent and, indeed, infamous prop- 
ositions ever suggested in congress. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
these laws for the supervision of feder- 
al elections have been in existence and 
have been enforced, and always in the 
interest of peace, order and honesty. 
The authority of congress to pass the 
laws cannot be questioned. There is 
an express provision of the corstitution 
empowering congress in this regard. 
And the statutes, as they have been en- 
forced, have been sustained by the su- 
preme court to the fullest extent. Nor 
is there any serious reason for suppos- 
ing that the southern leaders who con- 
ttol the democratic party desire the 
laws repealed because they infringe 
upon state rights. Many of the most 
ardent nationalists are now to be 
found among the southern democrats. 
This is shown by the fact that such 
men as Reagan have warmly supported 
the interstate commerce law and from 
the unanimity with which every south- 
ern representative and senator favor 
congressional aid for internal improve- 
ments. In the good old democratic 
days before the war this was rank 
heresy. But now every brigadier is in 
favor of the old flag and an appropria- 
tion. Not that we object. The con- 
trol of commerce between the states, 
internal improvements under national 
auspices and at the expense of the gen- 
eral government is all good repub- 
lican policy and doctrine. We only 
mention the attitude of the other party 
as to these questions for the purpose of 
saying that if they now claim that the 
election laws should be repealed be- 
cause they violate the rights of the 
states—the argument which they will 
doubtless urge—we will know that 
they are insincere. 

But what then are the motives which 
have induced the democratic leaders to 
make the repeal of the election laws a 
strictly party measure? The answer is 
simple. These laws stand in the way, 
not to any great extent, perhaps, but 
still in the way, of democratic frauds 
in the great cities, and of fraud and 
violence in the south. Though they 
have been overridden, have not been 
effectinely enforced, still they are a 
standing menace to democratic ascend- 
ancy. 

But there is one thing very certain. 
The majority will not be allowed to 
pass their repeal measure without its 
being subjected to a critical examina- 
tion by the republican members of both 
houses. And the discussion which is to 
take place will be made the occasion 
for the presentation of some whole- 
some truths. There is no darker page 
in the history of popular government 
than the story of the suppression of 
the republican vote in the south and 
the gigantic frauds in New York city— 
evils which the election laws were de- 
signed to prevent. The republican 
leaders will not fail to point out to the 
country that the sole purpose of the 
democracy in repealing those laws is to 
render it possibJe to repeat such frauds 
and to continue such violence with im- 
punity.—San Francesco Chronicle.

BISHOP TURNERS PROPOSED 
NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


A Thoughttul Consideration 
of its Objects and Aims 
and Probable Results 








For The Gazette. 

Mr. Editor: In the Freeman of Oct. 
14th I see a call for the convening of a 
convention of colored men on the 28th 
of November, in the city of Cincinnati 
Ohio. I quote from said article as fol- 
lowe: 

“That owing to the dreadful, horrible, 
anomalous and unprecidented condition 
of our people in the United -Siates, it 
would seem that some common action 
move or expression on our part asa 
race is demanded. The revolting, hedi- 
ous, monstrous, unnatural, brutal and 
shocking crimes charged upon us daily 
on the one band, and the reign of mobs, 
lynchers and fire fiends and midnight 
and midday assasins on the other neces- 
sitated a national convention upon our 
part, for the purpose of chrystilizing 
oursentiment and unifying our endeavor 
for the better conditions of our people 
in this country, or a change of base for 
existence,” 

From the foregoing as well as from 
other parts of the artic'e of which the 
above is a part, we gather that it is the 
prime purpose of this convention to 
discuss the lynching of colored men in 
the South, and its cause namely, rape, 
of which white women are chiefly the 
victims. ‘tis also stated that its object 
is to “better the ,conditions of our peos 
ple inthis country or recommend, a 
change of base for exiatence,”’ 

Now, itis difficult to see how the dis- 
cussing of such a subject as rape can 
better the condition of our people in 
this country. 

If this convention means to set up the 
plea that the negroes who have been 
lynched for the crime of rape were al 
innocent, it has on hand a difficult task. 

For one thing is sure, the intelligent 
mind of this country north and south, 
black and white,has reached a different 
conclusion,—a conclusion based on evis 
dence which no conyentioa can over 
tern. 

In sayiag this I do not claim that all 
who have been lynched were guilty. 
But thatsome were guilty is beyond a 
reasonable doubt, and as long as this is 
rue it is difficult to see what there is to 
be gained by discussing the subject. 

If such a subject should be discussed 
atall the most wise and prudent among 
us should do it. 

But the convention being called as it 
is, without any authority save that of 
bishop Turner, and with no means cf 
selecting wise and prudent men, to say 
the least of it, it opens the door for the 
unscrupulous and rash minds, who are 
always seeking personal gain at the ne-~ 
groe’s expense, 

These will make inflamitory speeches, 
pass afew wild resolutions which will 
furnish texts of seeming authority for 
malcontents to preach race strife for 
years to come. 

More over, Bishop Turaer, and others, 
prime movers for this conygeation, 
should remember that they are calling 
upon the negro raceto defend itself 
avainst a charge which has never been 
made, 

The white people of this country have 
never made such a clarge. 

The lynchers themsely.s h.v; not 
charged the race with these crimes, 
And by what sort of atwist of things 
the prime movers cf this convention 
endeavor to make it appear that the, 
race is responsibie for, and must acquit

I belong to the negro race, but I am no 
more responsible for these crimes than 
Mr. Cleveland is for the crimes of ‘tack 
the ripper.”’ 

While I am writing these lines the 
United States court is in session in th's 
city. Several persons have been con- 
yicted of illicit distilling and selling 
whiskey without license. 


city, who is guilty of nocrime or mis- 
demeanor, should appear before this 
court and claim the right of defending 
himself against the charge of illicit dis- 
tilling, when in trath po such charge 
had ever been made against him. 
Woald notthe nataral inquiry be— 
‘ From what insane asylum has this fel- 
low eecaped?”’ 

Such is precisely the position in 
which the Turner convention would, 
place the race. 

But there is one possible good that 
this convention might accomplish al- 
though judging from precidents, as well 
as the general tone of the call, it is not 
yery probable; That is, to “unify their 
endavors” and call upon the negro press 
to “change” it base of utterance, and 
preach rigthousness}to the people,in:- teed 
widening the breach between the races 
and firing the heart of the negro against 
the whites. Beit remembered, that 
blind prejudice when found in a black 
man isthe same in kind and is just as 
unrighteous as when found ina white 
man. Why should we cultivate the 
yery thiug that we profess to despise. 

Alter we inake all due allowance for 
mistakes of angry mobs. and for race 
prejudice, we are still faee to face with 
the facts that many of the socalled 
crimes are real, and have been perpe- 
trated by colored men upon white per- 
sons; at least, such ig public opinion. 
Suppose we al'ow, as some have said, 
that quite anumber of such cases are 
not rape, but only given that naine to 
save the use of a milder turn, Then 
until the seventh commandment, and 
the sermon on the mouat are repeal+d, 
we have not right, either human or di- 
vine to defend or utter a word of apolos 
gy for such crimes, 

The fact is when ever any man com~ 
mits such crime or crimes he puts him- 
self beyond the protection of his fellow 
man and those who undertake to defend 
or apologize, for such are parti ceps 
criminus. 

He who through such conventions ot 
by the press, or any other means seeks 
to widen the breach between the races 
is the greatest enirmy cf both races aud 
should be so regarded by every man 
who loves either. 

I know vot what will b> the final out- 
come of the race question, but I do 
know that until gourd vines bear sweet 
pumpkins and thorn bushes bear figs 
we must not expect that the present 
methods of “fighting the devil with 
fire,” will accomplish any thing in ‘‘bet- 
tering our conditions in this country. 

Again, these endless agitations, and 
always advising the negro to leave, and 
always advising the negro to leave, and 
to gothere, or yonder, first te this 
place, and then to that, these, I say, 
are doing the negro more real harm 
than all the mobs that occur. 

The negro wants to be tavght to be 
industrious, law-abiding. righteous, tem- 
perate and frugal. If these things do 
not solve the problem, then heaven has 
given usno principles on which we 
may base have an ojeration for its solus 
tion. 

But on the other hand, every sane 
man ought tosee that the practice of 
keeping the negro always on the move, 
as “arolling stone gathers no moss,” 
causes him to be a roving beggsr with a 
hungry stomach and a vicious mind, 
prepared for Severy evil work, Such 
conditions, judging from precedents, 
this convention will be fruitful in pros 
moting, unless it should, fortunately for 
all concerned, turn out to be a Farce,

Chicagoans Don't Like This «at the Death 
Applause.” 

Cuicaao, Oct. 27.—The Chicago Her- 
ald attacks New York people and the 
New York speakers on Manhattan day. 
Of the former it says: 

‘““When we started out on the enter- 
prise they had no word of cheer for us. 
Now, at the end, in the words of the old 
style reporter, they give us ‘Long, loud 
and continued applause’ at the death.” 

It emphasizes the fact that the praise 
of the New York orators came within 
only eight days of the close of the fair, 
and continues: ‘‘President Seth Low, 
of Columbia college, tempted even a 
New York crowd to raise their brows 
when he said: ‘It has been the pleasure 
of New York to aid in every way the 
success of the exposition. How much 
the architects, the artists and the mer- 
chants of New York have contributed to 
its success is not for me to say.’ ts 

‘““Mr. Low was not joking, for he add- 
ed: ‘As the exposition draws to a close, 
amid signs of popular approval, New 
York but a single word to say, we 
congratulate you and we thank you, cit- 
izens of Chicago. You have made us 
more proud than ever to be Americans.’ 
This was the most flagrant case of ap- 
plause at the Jeath ever recorded.” 

The Herald then proceeds to tell what, 
in its opinion, the architects, artists and 
merchants of New York did not do for 
the fair. 

The revised figures make the paid at- 
tendance on Manhattan day 298,928, it 
being tbe fifth day in point of attend- 
ance so far. 

The first event for closing day, after 
the firing of the national salute, will be 
the landing of Christopher Columbus. 
There will be a display of daylight tire- 
works from noon until 1 o'clock. At 
2:30 o’clock the formal ceremonies will 
take place in Festival hall, consisting of 
music, presentation of awards and ad- 
dresses. At 8:30 the buildings and the 
grounds will be illuminated and‘ the 
electric fountains will play.

—A new telephone was lately tested 
between Saratoga and Albany, a dis- 
tance of thirty-eight miles. The speak- 
eratthe Albany end of the line was 
distinctly heard in Saratoga six fect 
from the instrument. 

—Greenwich observatory is to be 
lighted by electricity. The observa- 
tory will be equipped with an electric 
lighting plant of its own, the dynamo 
of which will be driven by a gas en- 
gine. To prevent any effect on the 
magnetographs the dynamo will be in- 
closed in a triple iron shield. 

—In Paris a large number of subscri- 
bers have been secured to a telephonic 
service which transmits music, recita- 
tions, dialogues, ete., from concert 
halls and theaters. The success of the 
experiment in Paris has been so great 
that a company is being organized to 
establish a like service in London. 

—The first Gray telautograph in 
practical use is‘ operated between the 
Western Union supply house on the 
north side of Chicago and the main of- 
fice of the company. The line is in use 
almost constantly and gives excellent 
satisfaction. Dr. Gray has an interest- 
ing exhibit of his invention in the Elec- 
tricity building on the World’s fair 
grounds. 

—In Ottawa, Ont, the hackmen com- 
plain that the electric cars have very 
materially injured their business, and 
itis not now an unusual thing for a 
earriage driver to go all day without a 
single customer. Jn 1890 the number 
of licensed hackmen in the city amount- 
ed to 195. In 1892 it fell to 127, and up 
to the Ist of July in the current year 
only 90 licenses had been applied for. 

—A lucrative position was recently 
offered to a West Virginia man by tele- 
graph, but, as the message was not de- 
livered promptly, he failed to obtain 
the place because his acceptance was 
not sent early enough. A_ suit was 
brought againt the telegraph company 
for its failure to promptly deliver the 
message. The court decided the case 
against the company, but awarded 
merely nominal damages, on the ground 
that the telegram did not contain an 
absolute offer of the position. 

—The city of New Orleans has just 
sold for $700,000, cash Gown, tothe New 
Orleans City and Lake Railroad Co. a 
renewal from 1906 until 1956 of that 
company’s extensive street railway 
franchises. This, in the opinion of the 
Electrical Engineer, is a novelty in the 
granting of franchises so long before 
they begin, but the company wanted ta 
be sure of its protection before making 
a proposed heavy investment in electric 
traction, and apparently didn’t think 
$700,000 too much to pay. The com- 
pany now has a lease extending sixty- 
three years from the present time, and 
can go ahead with its electrical work, 
in the consciousness that it is safe from 
interruption or competition during that 
period. The public and the local pa: 
pers of the city seem perfectly satisfied 
with the arrangement. As a result of 
the purchase the electrical system will 
be installed at once, and the mule will] 
disappear from New Orleans street car 
lines.
